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Cut Hurts Security: Air Force 


If you are one of those per- 


sons who stared at a 1952 Lee 
county tax bill . . . one eye- 
brow raised in disbelief, it 
•may interest you to know 
what caused the jump in Dix- 
on township taxes. 


A. C. Handell, Dixon township 


assessor, blames the state depart- 
ment of revenue for the 1952 tax 
increase over 1951. 
According to 


Handell, the state added 6.38 per 
cent to the valuations made by 
local assessors in 1952. 


To arrive at the increase,*the de- 


partment 
of revenue applied a 


multiplier of 1.0638 to the listed or 
assessed valuation of property in 
Lee county. 


In a letter produced by Handell, 


C. E. Halpin, director of the de 
partment of revenue, said in effect 
that the state increased Lee coun 
ty valuations from 94 to 100 per 
cent. 


Handell's explanation of the 


1952 tax jump Is true ... as far 
as it goes. However, he hasn't 
explained the entire situation. To 
cast sole blame on the state is 
erroneous and misleading. 
* * * 


At least two other factors must 


be considered in relation to higher 
tax bills. 


First, did the taxpayer increase 


his own property valuations by ac- 
quiring additional possessions such 
as a car or television set? 


Second, did the tax assessors 


arbitrarily increase property valu- 
ations when, in fact,-no-actual in- 
crease was justified? 
* * * 


In analyzing 1952 tax jumps, it 


must be understood that real es- 
tate valuations play a minor role 
while personal property is of major 
consideration. 


Real estate valuations are set 


every four years and are not 
changed during the interim except 
in the case of alterations to proper- 
ty. The next real estate assess- 
ment will be in 1954. 


The static condition of real es- 


tate valuations can be noted in the 
1951 Dixon township valuation of 
$40,571,870 compared with the $40,- 
463,455 In 1952. 
The 1952 figure 


represents the valuation prior to 
the application of the state multi- 
plier. 
* • • 


And. the 6.3S per cent increase 


caused by the multiplier cannot be 
held entirely responsible for start- 
ling 1952 tax jumps. 


With th« multiplier the 19.72 


township valuation is $13,048,400, 
or $2,584.945 more than the origi- 
nal 1952 assessed valuation. 


Spread over the. entire town- 


ship, 
the additional valuation 


amounts to a comparatively in- 
significant figure on the tax hill. 
The above assessed valuations do 


not include such items as telephone 
and telegraph valuations, railroad 
valuations, or capital stock . . .* 
not subject to the multiplier in that 
the state makes the assessments at 
100 per cent valuation. 
» » • 


To illustrate how the multiplier 


works, apply it to a hypothetical 
piece of property originally as- 
sessed at $10,000. With the 1.0638 
multiplier, that valuation would in- 
crease to $t0.6'iO. 


Using the Ifl.Vi tax rate of 2.498.-> 


on the $10.000 and then on the 
$IO,(>tO valuations, the tax hill 
on each would amount to $2*9.85 
and $'2(i.>.A.> respectively, or a dif- 
ference of $tfi.

However, in actual practice, the 


tax rate is adjusted in accord with 
over-all valuations and in conjunc- 
tion with the actual amount of 
money needed to operate the local 
governmental units during a given 
year. • 


When valuation* increase, for 


example, and the amount of mon- 
ey required to run local govern- 
mental unit!* from one, year to 
another is not altered radically, 
the tax rate, is reduced, and vlcft 
versa.

In 
1951, two primary factors 


caused the higher tax rate of 2.6365. 
First, in 1951. property valuations 
were less than in 1952 since the 
multiplier wasn't used. Second, In 
1951 Dixon township had to raise 
more money to meet payment on 
school bond issues due in 19. 
r>2 as 


well as other inoieased levies. 


Thus, on a $10,000 valuation, the 


1951 tax 
bill would amount to

The storm 
shattered their homes.

In Sarnia, more than 50 persons 


were treated for wounds and 15 of 
them were hospitalized.

Lake Ontario after hedgehopping 
from Southeastern Michigan across 
Southwest Ontario Province. It left 
destruction along a 40 mile path.

give congress a better understand- 
ing of the problems faced by our 
allies." 


One of these problems is an ap- 


parent 
determination by 
Great 


Britain to back Communist China's 
bid for a s«at in the United Na- 
tions as part of the price for a 
settlement in Korea. 


Wiley has joined a group of Re- 


publican senators publicly commit- 
ted to opposing Red China's U. N. 
entry under any circumstances. 


"We cannot reward Communist 


gangsterism by admitting the Chi- 
nese Com muni te regime to the 
United Nations," he declared. 


"Nor should we yield in our 


strong opposition to the foreceful 
repatriation of prisoners of war in 
Korea." 


Sen. H. Alexander Smith (R-N.T),

member, said, "The British seem 
to believe that admission of the 
Reds to the U. N. would pull them 
away from Russia. Many of us 
think that our recognition of Pei- 
ping would cause Asian countries 
to jump on the bandwagon and 
would undo all we have tried to ac- 
complish in the Far East."

air force, ending public silence 
on heavy budget reductions, 
was quoted as saying Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's new 120- 
wing goal would cut air powf 
er well below the "absolute 
minimum" for national secur- 
ity.

An air force report on the effect 


of cuts—totalling five billion dol- 
lars in the service's budget for the 
fiscal year starting July 1—was 
inserted in the congressional rec» 
ord Thursday by Rep. Yorty (D- 
Calif). He did not say'where in th« 
air force he got the report. 


But in an accompanying state* 


ment, Yorty declared: 
] 


"Alleged friends of adequate de- 


fense . . . are preparing to sacri- 
fice air power on the altar, of ir- 
responsible political promises."

Heralds Fight 


The report appeared to herald 


a strong fight in congress to re- 
store some of the proposed cuts. ' 


Sen. Margaret Chase Smith (R- 


Me), meanwhile, sent Secretary of 
Defense Wilson a "show me" set. 
of 32 questions aimed at the ad- 
ministration proposal to trim air 
force funds. There was no imme- 
diate reply from Wilson, who waa 
out of the capital. 


Mrs. Smith said congress will 


not agree to the proposed cutback 
unless Wilson, can answer such 
questions as: 


"How can you cut more^than fivi 


billion dollars from the air fore* 
appropriations and still say that 
the air force will be more power- 
ful in 1954 than if the original plan 
had been followed of building a 
143-wing air force by 1954?" 


Wings vary from 30 to 75 air- 


craft, depending upon type. 


Cite Effects 


The air force report filed by 


Yorty said the budget cutback, 
from $16,778,000,000 to $11,688,000,- 
000, would have this effect: 


1. Stretch out the air buildup to 


120 wings by June 30, 1956, against 
the Truman administration goal of 
U3 wings by mid-1955 which th« 
air force supported as "the abso- 
lute minimum in order to attain 
adequate national security." 


2. Force the elimination of 89 


non-flying supply units. 


3. Reduce personnel from pres- 


ent strength of 980,000 to 960,000 
on June 30, 1955—some 5,000 less 
than the report said were essential 
to man 120 wings. 


4. A three billion dollar cut in ' 


r e q u e s t e d new appropriations, 
causing delay in aircraft deliveries 
scheduled for the next two yearji 
to "maintain a going aircraft in- 
dustry." 


The report said the air force 


now has 
106 wings. 
Chairman 


Short, (R-Mo) of the house armed 
services committee has said only 
93 wings are at full or almost full 
strength.

For the next 12 years elementary and high school en-

and it will grow stronger when the estimated "bulge" hits 
our college in the year 1965 and for the next several years 
thereafter.

Children who are born in northern Illinois number into 


the hundreds of thousands each year and by comparison with 
as accurate figures as can be obtained from the records of 
the division of vital statistics of the Illinois Department of 
Public Health. 


For example, children born in 3951 numbered 139,000 


and they will enter the first grade in the year 1957: in 1952 
—numbered 140.000 and will enter first grade in 3958: 1953

Housing including rents 
and household maintenance aver- 
aged two-tenths of one per cent 
higher. 


Apparel costs were down a bit 


with clothing prices lower but foot- 
wear prices higher. 


The bureau reported increases In 


costs of medical care, cigarettes, 
transportation, gasoline, auto re- 
pairs, movie admissions and tele- 
vision repair.

Retail food costs declined two- 


tenths of 1 per cent between mid- 
March and mid-April but the trend 
of other consumer costs has been 
on the rise.

to which he would be summoned 
when she was ready to read her 
letters. 


It is a popular misconception 


that Royalty are surrounded by 
advisers—men appointed with the 
sole object of guiding them through 
all the moves of their lives. 


This is not so. The Royal family, 


at least, have very firm ideas of 
their own about what they are go- 
ing to do. But naturally they do 
depend on their secretaries to ad- 
vise them about things outside 
their experience. 


In this way Princess Elizabeth 


will go through the many, many 
requests she gets—to open this 
bazaar, or name that ship—and 
pick the ones she thinks most 
worthy out of a thousand-and-one 
requests. 


It is her secretary's job to make 


sure that she does not pick the one 
which for some reason might start 
one of those wrangles which occur 
when people of prejudice feel they 
have been slighted. 


For example, Royalty have to be

on the thinking of this administra- 
tion in terms of world leadership. 


Last March 15 Piemier Malen- 


kov. Stalin's successor, began the 
new Russian peace offensive with 
a speech saying there is no dispute 
between East and West which 
can't be settled peacefully. 


Asks Deeds 


One month later, April 16, Piesi- 


dent Eisenhower in a speech asked 
the Russians what they were will- 
ing to do to bring peace. He asked 
them to demonstrate by deeds. 


He listed some major sore points 


he wants to see settled: The Ko- 
rean and Indochina wars, a united 
Germany, conclusion of an Aus- 
trian peace tteaty. 


The Russians did nothing in the 


way of deeds mentioned by Eisen- 
hower. In spite of the exchange of 
wounded prisoners in Korea, truce 


[talks theie bogged down over the 
fate of unwoimded Communist pus- 
oners who did not want to return 
home. 


Then on May 31 Sir Winston 


Churchill, in the house of com- 
mons, suggested a conference of 
a very few of the top powers. 


And Chui chill said: 
"I think it would be a mistake 


to assume that nothing can be 
settled until all has been settled." 


Speech a Shock 


The speech came as a shock to 


Washington. It reflected a differ- 
ence between the two big allies, 
the U.S. and Biitain, in dealing 
with Russia.

ADA Raps 'McCarthy Madness' 
At Opening of 3-Day Meeting 


WASHINGTON (ill— Americans 


for Democratic Action began a 
three-day convention today with a 
call for a counter-attack on "re- 
action" and "McCarthy madness." 


In its convention call and pro- 


posed platform drafts, the 
self- 


styled progressive organization de- 
plored what it termed the "present 
atmosphere of conformism which 
inhibits free thought" and rallied 
opposition to "contrived political 
hysteria." 


The ADA,' whose cieed rejects 


communism and all other forms of 
totalitarianism, started its sixth 
annual convention with a declara- 
tion by Francis Biddle. its national 
chairman. He said powerful forces 
are at work to convert President 
Eisenhower's election into "victo- 
ries for reaction and repression at 
home and for isolationism and im- 
perialism abroad." 


Kaps McCarthy 


Biddle, who was attorney general 


u n d e r 
President 
Franklin D. 


Roosevelt and who is retiring as 
ADA chairman after three one- 
year terms, denounced methods 
employed by Sen. McCarthy (R- 
Wis) in his long investigation of 
communism. 


"In the United States," said Bid- 


die in his convention call, "there 
are signs that the McCarthy mad- 
ness has aroused the country's 
conscience. The awakening has 
begun; the time Tor a large-scale 
counter-attack is at hand." 


Biddle said the three major is- 


sues facing political "liberals" to- 
day are "McCarthyism." adminis- 
tration actions to "turn over" 
natural resources to private inter- 
ests, and reduction of funds for 
foreign aid. 


In a political platform plank, to 


be acted on later, the ADA reas- 
serted its independence of either 
the Democratic or Republican par- 
ties. It said for the past 20 ycais 
the Democratic party has been in

Premier Rene Mayer's four-month- 
old cabinet Thursday over domes- 
tic financial issues. 


The palace talks were a well- 


practiced routine for Auriol. This 
is France's 18th post - liberation 
crisis and the 14th that the Presi- 
dent has had to resolve in his 5\'2 
years of office. 


Some political leaders feared the 


current crisis might be of fairly 
long duration since Frances was 
without a government for 16 days 
before Mayer took over Jan. 8.

Many Crimes 
Unpunished? 
Says Jurist 


WASHINGTON CD—Justice Jack- 


son of the U.S. Supreme Court said 
Thursday 
there is "a 
startling 


discrepancy between crimes com- 
mitted and crimes punished" in 
this country. 


He made the statement in ac- 


cepting chairmanship of a special 
committee to direct an effort by 
the American Bar Association to 
improve administration of crim- 
inal justice. 


"Our system of criminal justice 


must serve two ends—convict the 
•guilty and protect the innocent," 
Jackson said, "and there is rea- 
son to believe our system is too 
often failing in one or the other of 
these respects." 


The study of criminal justice 


was authorized last February by 
the association's House of Dele- 
gates. Justice Jackson said a basic 
fact finding study, to require per- 
haps three years, will be followed 
by the recommendation of specific 
remedies. 
""Members of the committee to 
make the study include Albert J. 
Harno. Urbana. dean of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois Law School.
